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CURRICULUM 


English 


The English Department, under the direction of Mr. 
John Ferrett, once again excelled in its presentation of 
English grammar, composition, and literature to the 
students. Students able to proceed at a more rapid 
pace than in the regular courses participated in the 
Accelerated English Program where they could devel- 
op more rapidly through intensive instruction in com- 
position and extensive supplementary reading. On the 
Senior level, accelerated students took an Advanced 
Placement course in which the material covered was 
equivalent to college freshman English. 

This year, the English teachers standardized the 
procedure for correcting papers. Through the use of 
the opaque projector, each student’s composition could 
be evaluated on an equal basis. 

The Harvard interns, Miss McKenzie and Miss 
Roemer each took Junior and Senior English classes 
for a half year under Mr. Ferrett’s supervision. 

The English Department curriculum included the 
Experimental Writing and Speech classes. The Speech 
course aimed at instilling self-confidence in the student 
while giving oral reports. Use of the tape recorder 
proved invaluable in teaching proper diction. 

Members of the English Department edited material 
for the Rag, supervised the Bookstore, and advised the 
publications staffs of the Advocate and Hilltopper.

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Languages 


The Language Department, under the direction of 
Miss Harrington, has modernized and expanded its 
program this year, to meet today’s educational stand- 
ards. In addition to the regular French, German, Latin, 
and Spanish courses, accelerated programs were of- 
fered to qualified students in French I, II, and III, 
and Latin IJ. Both Russian I and Russian II were also 
available, taught by Dr. Francis Cleaves, Chairman 
of the Far Eastern Language Department at Harvard 
University. 

The Language Laboratory was the latest addition 
to the department’s facilities. This modern equipment 
has a capacity of twenty-four students and enables 
them to improve their aural comprehension and oral 
skill simultaneously. Students hear recorded lectures 
and conversations. They also take tests, recording 
their answers on their individual tapes. When the tapes 
are played back, the student is able to hear his own 
recorded answers and to compare them with the cor- 
rect answers. Thus he may check his pronunciation as 
well as his grammar. 

An addition to the modern language program init- 
iated this year was the “Madi Gras,” held on February 
10. Similar to the Roman Banquet which was held in 
May, at the “Madi Gras” the students of French, Ger- 
man, Russian, and Spanish dressed in costumes of the 
various countries and participated in skits, folk dances, 
and singing of folk songs.

Social Studies 


The Social Studies Department, under the direction 
of Mr. Henry Hicks, has maintained its customary high 
standards this year. Improvements in teaching tech- 
niques rather than changes in the curriculum were 
stressed. The department offered two programs of 
study to students: Early European History, Modern 
European History, U.S. History, Economics and Sociol- 
ogy; or Civics and Geography, World History, U.S. 
History, Economics and Sociology. 

Teachers in the department with specialized back- 
ground often gave lectures to combined classes in their 
field. The department participated in student-teacher 
programs and expanded classroom libraries to include 
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original source material and advanced texts. This year 
students participated in many conferences and discus- 
sions, such as the mock United Nation’s Assembly in 
Wellesley. These opportunities enabled them to ex- 
change ideas with students from all parts of the coun- 
try. Since the National Convention of Social Studies 
Teachers met in Boston this year, the faculty was able 
to exchange teaching techniques with colleagues from 
every state. The Social Studies Department plans to 
initiate an accelerated U.S. History class next fall. 

The national election provided opportunities for 
student participation in political debates and mock 
elections.

Math 


The Mathematics Department of Needham High 
School continued to provide a progressive program for 
its students. Headed by Miss Fessenden, the depart- 
ment offered four accelerated classes: two for Soph- 
omore geometry, one for Junior algebra, and one for 
Senior Math IV. The Seniors studied from a college 
text, Elements of Calculus and Analytic Geometry, 
written by Thomas of M.I.T. In addition, two special 
School Mathematics Study Groups were taught to se- 
lected Sophomores by Mr. Siegel. 

Under the direction of Mr. Walsh, a slide rule class 
was organized and added to the mathematics program. 
It met during organization period and provided an op- 
portunity for students to gain a fundamental knowledge 


of the slide rule and its operations. 

The Mathematics Department presented an assem- 
bly on Univac with a film and a speaker, Mr. Edward 
Marzo, who spoke on the industrial use of data proc- 
essing machines. 

In March, the department held a mathematics work- 
shop for Junior High teachers and teachers from sur- 
rounding towns. In April, the department was repre- 
sented at a mathematics workshop at Andover, Mass. 
The Mathematics Department, always keeping in pace 
with any worthwhile changes of the time, offer students 
knowledge of the most recent events in the field of 
mathematics.

Science 


The Science department is progressing 
with its plans to offer more attractive Sci- 
ence courses to Needham High School 
students. In the fall of 1961, Juniors who 
have completed the necessary mathemat- 
ics requirements will be allowed to elect 
Physics. A course in Advanced Place- 
ment Physics will be offered to eligible 
students in the fall of 1962. In addition, 
there will be a course in Advanced 
Placement Biology offered as soon as all 
details are attended to and approval is 
granted, possibly next fall. The depart- 
ment has also participated in the Science 
Count-downs. 

Many more department members are 
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taking advantage of the National Science 
Foundation Grants for summer and aca- 
demic year study. Their assignments vary 
from Cancer research work at the Jack- 
son Laboratory, study as full time stu- 
dents at Simmons College, Xavier Uni- 
versity, Worcester Tech, and many others. 

The department was honored by the 
Boston Edison Company in October 
when Mark Anderson and Mr. Bongar- 
zone were chosen to attend the Atoms 
for Peace Conference in Chicago. They 
were entertained royally and it was a 
most stimulating and memorable expe- 
rience for them.

Commercial Subjects 


Miss Lewis’ Commercial Department provided again 
this year excellent training for students planning on a 
career in business. The basic skills of typing and short- 
hand were taken by many college preparatory students 
as well since the knowledge of these techniques would 
be invaluable in college. 

A new notehand course taught by Mrs. Gaudreau, 
was introduced into the curriculum this year. It was an 
abbrieviated form of phonetic shorthand especially use- 
ful in taking class notes. The class met twice a week 
during Tuesday and Friday organization periods. 

Typwriting I, I, and II were offered this year pro- 
viding a progression from a simple working knowledge 
of the typewriter to enable students to type letters, 
manuscripts, and tabulation exercises, through com- 
plex tabulation set-ups and various letter forms, to 
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transcription, rex-o-graph masters, and dictaphone 
practice. The Stenography course stressed shorthand 
and transcription. 

The Commercial Law and Salesmanship students 
investigated law and legal procedure, business con- 
tracts, sales agreements, insurance, and other forms 
common in a business office. Students in the Office 
Practice class learned office procedures by doing cleri- 
cal work and typing for the school office and members 
of the faculty. They also learned how to operate the 
calculator, comptometer, and other modern office 
machines. 

The aim of the Bookkeeping course was to train 
students in the use of various forms used in keeping 
business records. 


Industrial Arts 


The Industrial Arts Department, under Mr. Pelle- 
tier’s direction, provides students with skills fundamen- 
tal to employment in industry and to an understanding 
of industrial processes. 

A basic knowledge of machines, tools, and their op- 
eration is invaluable to the mechanic, the engineering 
technician, the draftsman, the engineer, and the ma- 
chinist. Welding and foundry practice also aid students 
in their understanding of industrial processes. The 
wood, metal, and auto shop facilities enable the stu- 
dents to perfect their workmanship. 

Experience and knowledge gained in the shops and 
drawing room provide students with a better founda- 
tion upon which to base their selection of a life’s oc- 
cupation as they enter industry or continue their edu- 
cation after high school.

Practical Arts 


This year Mrs. Kinchla taught both Home Econom- 
ics and Home and Family Living courses. The Home 
Economics course for Sophomores and Juniors in- 
cluded the fundamentals of sewing and cooking. The 
Home and Family Living course for Seniors included 
discussion of alcohol, narcotics, child care, nutrition, 
and teenage problems. In discussing teenage problems, 
the girls could put their questions into a ‘“‘question-box.” 
While studying child care, the classes gave a Christmas 
party for children in order to watch and learn from the 
reactions of one toward another. As a culmination of 
their nutrition study, the Senior girls of the classes 
managed the third annual successful Senior Breakfast, 
one of the high spots of the Senior year.

Under the direction of Miss Tormey, the Develop- 
mental Reading course emphasized vocabulary enrich- 
ment, study skills, speed in reading, and reading com- 
prehension. Students were not required to take reading 
this year, but were encouraged to elect it on the recom- 
mendation of their guidance counselor or English 
teacher. The Developmental Reading course received 
widespread recognition this year, with visitors from as 
far as Los Angeles. The course has continued to be one 
of the foremost of its type in this area and equal to the 
best in the country.

Fine Arts 


The Art and Music Appreciation course, taught by 
Ar. Nardi and Mr. Rourke, aimed at providing the 
students with an adequate background to recognize 
quality in the fine arts. Mr. Nardi took the music ap- 
preciation class on Monday, Tuesday, and Friday, dur- 
ing which the students gained a knowledge of instru- 
ments, composers, forms of music and various periods 
of music.

Driver Education 


The Driver Education program, directed by Mr. 
Muir, continued its expansion this year. Due to the 
large number of students, seniors receive preference 
over underclassmen. Birth date further determines 
group division. The course includes thirty hours of 
classroom instruction and a minimum of six hours driv- 
ing and six hours observing. The student receives a 
certificate entitling him to a reduction in automobile 
insurance. 

The instructors, Mr. Muir, Mr. Breunig, Mr. Cos- 
grove, Mr. Gerbino, and Mr. Osgood stress the devel- 
opment of proper driving techniques and proper mental 
attitudes towards the law and the rights of others. The 
course is presented in three divisions: (1) Massachu- 
setts law, (2) development of proper attitudes and 
skills, and (3) automobile mechanics. The instructors

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Physical Education 


The aim of the boys’ physical education program 
directed by Mr. Maloney and Mr. DeFazio, was to de- 
velop good sportsmanship and leadership abilities as 
well as good physical condition. 

At the beginning of the year, all boys took a phys- 
ical fitness test to determine the overall condition of 
each individual. Their placement in apparatus is based 
on the results of this test. 

Fall and spring gym classes were built around team 
sports, while the winter was devoted principally to ap- 
paratus work and weight conditioning. The Weight 
Conditioning Club, new this year, was made possible 
by the aquisition of new weight lifting equipment. The 
boys worked out during Monday Organization periods 
on schedules set up by Mr. Maloney. 

Miss Brown and Mrs. Freno incorporated into the 
girls’ physical education program those activities which 
interested the girls and contributed to their physical 
health. The line dances that the girls learned in the fall 
were particularly popular. The girls also worked on ap- 
paratus, developing their individual abilities.

The sports program included field hockey, basket- 
ball, tennis, and softball.
